WOULD DISCREDIT THE NATION 


Ex-President Declares It Is "U nctuous 


and Odious H y p o c risy " In Face of 


Abrogation of Russian Treaty. 


New York, Dec. 30.—"An attitude of 
unctuous aud odious hypocrisy,” "a 
farce played at the expense of our 
reputation," “taint of evident insiu 
eerily," "a position both ridiculous and 
discreditable," 
"mean 
anything 
or 
nothing," “not 
worth the paper on 
whit Ii 
they are w ritten"—these are 
some of the BooseveJtian expression* 
hurled at President T aft’s general ar­ 
bitration treaties by the "Contributing 
Kditor” in the current issue of The 
«tut look. 
The attack on Hie Taft peace pacts 
is based by the former president on 
the relent action of congress in vot­ 
ing to abrogate the treaty of 1832 with 
Russia. The colonel approves of that ( 
adion in itself, but he uses it as a 
strong argument tor the rejection of I 
li.t* genet ii adunation treaties, unles s 
hey are vitally amended. He makes 
no direct comment on President Taft’s 
part in the abrogation of the treaty. 


Approves Abrogation. 
Discussing the 
abrogation of 
the 
Russian treaty, lie says. 
"I cordially approve the action taken 
by congress in abrogating the Russian 
treaty, be< ause men must vote aud 
a< t on the situation as it actually con 
trouts them; and in the actual event 
congressmen had but two alternatives, 
namely, to abrogate the treaty or to 
submit to the continuance of condl 
lions which have become intolerable 
Lo oui national self respect, and whim 
represent a continuing wrong, espe 
iaih to Amel it an citizen* oi Jew ish 
(aith. 
I still believe that in *0 aerious a 
matter it 
oui Id have ti en well first 
to en d ea v o r to set ore a decision by 
The Hague court on the interpretation 
>t the existing treaty. I am confident 
iiwt such a decision would, of neces­ 
sity, have been in our favor; and, lf 
-o, it would have enabled Russia to 
etiie trorii an untenable |K>*ition with 
• id grace and no loss of self-respect 
an object that should 
always be 
ie!d in view in dealing with any for 
dpn nation with which at any time 
we have difficulties; while if the de 
ision as to the interpretation of the 
la i i - *• question had been adverse to 
«i , wt- would then at once have alco 
gated the treaty and have been clear­ 
ly right in so doing." 


Peculiarly Contemptible. 
Colonel Roosevelt then 
turns the 
lull ton e of his denunciation against 
he peudiug treaties. 
But this action was taken while 
the universal arid;ration treaties ate 
pending in the senate Those treaties 
.ire avowedly cham pinned a* being of 
the kind we are to enter into with all 
natious and a* supplanting the exist- 
.ng ai bit 1 anon treaties which we have 
with almost all nations, including Rus­ 
sia as well as England and France. 
These treaties, lf ratified by the sen 
.lie. unamended, will explicitly prom 
i*e, will explicitly pledge the honor 
aud good faith of the Ameri* an na­ 
tion to arbitrate precisely *u<h ques 
Huns a* that which at this very mo­ 
ue ut we announce that we will not 
endeavor to arbitrate in the case of 
Russia. 
' Under these circumstances, to rat­ 
ify the general 
arbitration 
treaties 
would put the American people in an 
attitude 
of 
peculiarly 
contemptible 
hypocrisy and would rightly expose us 
to th** derision of all thinking mankind, 
for we should put ourselves in the po 
aition of making sweeping and iusin 
c ere promires, impossible of perform­ 
ance, at the very time when by our 
own actions we showed that we would 
certainly not keep such promises nor 
translate them Into action 
I believe 
that we can normally arbitrate the 
question of the interpretation cif a 
treaty, even if only as the preliminary 
to adopting the very serious action of 
denouncing such treaty.

Vat Hen ha* been unanimously elected 
president oi the republic of China by 
Hic* rebel conference ut Nankin.
